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| GRIZZLY DAVIS. 


The Only Man That Ever Scared Old 
5 Club-foot Brin, 


—— 


A GAZETTE reporter, happening to 
be in Sierraville recently, sought an 
interview with George Davis, better’ 
known as “Grizzly. Davis.’ He 
found the brave old bear fighter split- 
ting and piling up wood in order to 
bave it good and dry for his custom- 
ers. He is a native of Virginia, 78 
years old, and is quite gray, but not 
bald. He wears a heavy moustache 
and full beard. He says he hunts no 
longer. His feet are givingout on 
him and he cannot walk over the 
mountains. Grizzly“ has probably 
killed as many bears as any man liv- 
ing. He was raised in a bear country 
in Virginia, and with his dog he 
hunted bluck bear when a mere boy, 
and killed a plenty. He came to Cal- 
ifornia in an early day and has always 
been a famous bear killer. He has 
no idea of how many he has killed, 
but at one time he nad 11 heads nailed 
to his front fence at Roscoe Ranche 


on the old Henness Pass road.. Davis 
got old Club foot in an iron trap in 
1863. He dragged the trap around a 
young tumarack tree and tore the jaws 
out of it glt was «a big strong machine, 
With strong iron jaws 14 inches wide 
when open. The old bear came every 
night to feed off oxen and horses that 
died out of passing freight teams. He 
hurt his paw considerably and Davie 
followed him througu the snow by his 
bioudy tracks. Hecame up to him 
as he stobd in some chapparel and let 
him have a charge of shot from his 
long ducking guo. He hit him in the 
shoulder, and the old fellow fell, but 
got up and started off, falling twice 
more. Next day he was tracked 
nearly to Lake Tahoe. The year fol- 
lowing Davis got him in a trap again, 
but he shook it off and broke. That 
same summer he put his foot in Davis’ 
trap, but it caught his toe only. He 
pulied the toe off rather than be taken 
and thus gained the name of Club- 
foot. Old Brin's track measured 11 
by 14 inches. Duvis says the biggest 
hear he ever killed made a track 6 by 
10 inches. It dressed over 700 pounds 
and must have weighed a thousand 
when alive. He thinks Brin would 
certainly weigh 1500 pounds when he 
saw him last. He got very gray, near- 
ly white, at the last. The bear spok- 
en of above was a female, and was 
vid Brin's mate. They were always 
neur together. After he lost her old 
Brio refused all sympathy or consola- 
tion, and was never seen to associate 
with any of his kiod ug in. Davis is 
sutisfied that old Brin is dead. No 
one has seen him since John Fiecken- 
stein, of Sardine valley, in 1874. On- 
y bar room bear hunters claim to 
have seen him since that time. In all 

his old haunts between Sierra valley | 
and Lake Tahoe, and in the country 
around Webber, no one has ever seen 
him nor any track or sign of him for 
six years, aud it is safe to aay he has 
not found a vew country where he 
could hide so long.

Honey Lake Fruit--The Nevada and 
Oregon Railroad--Taking Stock in 
Susanville--The Weather, Politics, 
ete. 


SusaNnvILLE, Nov. 15. 

Editor Gazette: The fruit crop has 
been harvested. It was very heavy. 
Here in Susanville nearly 5,000 boxes, 
holding fifty pounds each, have been 
picked. Large quantitics have been 
made into cider. Two tin shops were 
kept busy for two months making 
cans to put up peaches, plums, etc. 
Choice varieties of fruit are selling at 
2c a pound boxed, which for size and 
flavor are unsurpassed by any on the 
coast. 

The weather for a fe w days has been 
unusually cold, causing overcuats to 
be brought into use. Great heaps of 
wood are piled up fur the coming 
winter. Over 5,000 comds have been 
hauled in and around Susanville the 
summer. 


The railroad from Reno North is 
the all-absorbing topic here at present. 
Speculations are rife as to the course 
it will follow. Stock has been ta- 
ken here to the amount ot about 300 
shares, aud still the subscirption goes 
on. The terms are very’ easy, and 
there is nothing to lese, us the com- 
pany proposes to lay the track from 
Reno to Susanville, and when the 
road is compicted to this place the 
shareholders will pay 25 per cent. of 
the amount subscribed, and 10 per 
cent, monthly until the stock is paid 
up. or pay it all at once, it the option 
of the holder of the stock . The road 
will undoubtedly be putt hrough here, 
for it would tap a belt of timber that 
is 75fmiles in width, and for quality is 
unsurpassed in the St utes, besides 
opening up other resow ces thut to- 
day are dormant, only aw aiting capital 
and labor to bring them out of their 
sleep.

An Insane Asylum on Fire--500 Pati- 
ents Released+-20 Burned to Death. 
Sr. Part, (Minn.), Nov. 16. 
Diepatches to the latest editions of 
the morning papers iadicute that the 
fire in the St. Peter's Asylum was not 80 
serious as feared lastnight. Only one 
wing of the building was destroyed. 
The whole structure, which was ten 
years in course of erection, was only 
finished three years ago, at a cost of 
over half a million dollars. The loss 
by the fire will be from $100,000 to 
$150,000, on whicn there is no insur- 
ance, the State having neglected this 
precaution. The origin of the fire is 
unknown, though it is located in the 
north wing which was destroyed. Re- 
ports of loss of life are indefiuite and 
conflicting. Different rumors place 
the number of victims from two or 
three to fifty, but no bodies have been 
tound, and no one is surely identified 
as missing. Tue Superintendent or- 
dered the release of all patients a» 
goon as the dunger became imminent, 
and it is probable that iu the coufu- 
sion of the night some were overlook- 
ed and burned. This probability is 
increased by the fact that some rooms 
quickly tilled with smoke «nd could 
not be entered by rescuers. There 
were 656 patients in the hospital lust 
year. Tue inmates were cared for last 
nicht by the citizens. Some provis- 
ion will be made for them to-day by 
the State authoritics. 
FURTHER DETAILS. 

A later dispatch says: All is terror 
and excitement to get a complete list 
of those killed and hurt. Thisis not 
possible. Dr. Bartlett, of the Asylum, 
auys there are not more than twenty 
lives lost, and probably as many more 
hurt and suffering from the bitter cold 
of last night. Indeed more people 
are believed to be hurt and dying from 
exposure to the weather than from 
burns. Others say as many as twenty 
insane people either perished io the 
flames or died on the cold hills during 
the night. So many of them have dis- 
appeared that it cannot be toid who 
are dead who have run away. The 
suffering has beeu terrible, and no pen 
can describe it or human mind real- 
ize it. Hundreds of patients are 
helpless as children. The damage to 
the hospital building amounts to $200,- 
000. The center building and south 
wing have been preserved. 


Great Fire At Mammoth— Halt the 
Town Destroyed--Loss 45,000. 


Bopige, Nov. 16. 

A destructive fire occurred at Mam 
moth Cityon Sunday. It broke out 
about 10:30 o' clock in the morning in 
the roof uf George W. Rowan’s store. 
It rapidly communicated to adjoining 
buildings, and was only checked after 
it had buroed alk the upper portion of 
the town above the Herald office. The 
lower part of the town, including the 
buildings und mill of the Mammoth 
mining company, was saved. Consid- 
erable distress was occasioned to the 
families burned out, but the citizens 
are doing all they can to alleviate the 
stiffering. Mammoth is sixty miles 
distant from Bodie—the nearest tele- 
graphic point—and communication is 
accoreliugly slow and difficult. Among 
the losses are the following: Gillson 
& Barber $5,000, covered by insur- 
ance; George W. Rowan, $7,000, in- 
sured for 3,000; Jame: Walls, $3,000; 
J.B. Giles, $5,000; R. Armstrong, 
$1,000; S. Argall, $1,500; H. Eddy, 
$2,000; J. B. Durr, $2,000. The losses 
are thought to aggregate $45,000, and 
the total amount of insurauce is un- 
known.
